In  September  of  1890  Susan  Gould  Brown,  then  residing  at 
Berkley,  Va.  wrote  Mr.  J.  M.  Comstock  of  Dartmouth  College  as 
follows:  "My  brother  William  A.  Getting  has  sent  me  your  letter 
as  well  as  his  answer  in  regard  to  the  biography  of  our  father 
Dr.  J.  R.  Dotting.
